The French arrested a number 
of Germans charged with inciting 
the rioting, which started y ester­ 
day afternoon when a huge gather­ 
ing of Separatists, 
estimated

30,000, was holding a 
demonstration near the center of 
the* city listening to speakers plead 
lor 
establishment of a Rhelnish 
Republic, independent of the Ger­ 
man Reich. 
The Reich’s cabinet was in ses­ 
sion last night 
with

Stresemann presiding to consider 
the situation. 
The cabinet also considered out­ 
lines of an important speech which 
the Chancellor will deliver in the 
Reichstag tomorrow. 
The speech bears on the foreign 
and internal situation. 
Dü sseldorf was

law today by proclamation of Gen­ 
eral Simon, the French comman­ 
der.

eling p ublic before. 
The 
judicial eclip se, 
cast by 
local custom, whereby only 
the 
court of Justice J. B. Cox in Santa 
Ana was v isited and the other fif­ 
teen were in the p ath of totality , 
or whatev er the scientists call the 
blind side of* an eclip se, has 
at 
last been dissip ated. 
The Breed act did it and nobody 
is hap p ier than Justice J. B. Cox , 
who formerly p ersp ired freely and 
muttered 
low 
gutterals 
in 
his 
throat at 
the injustice of p iling 
all of 
the enforcement matters 
up on him. 
Dis appointe d At Firs t 
Under a p rov ision of the 
new 
motorcy cle v ehicle act, all offend­ 
ers arrested for v iolations of traf- 
fice laws shall ap p ear in the jus­ 
tice court 
of 
the 
township 
in 
which the offense was committed, 
unless sp ecifically requesting 
an 
ap p earance in justice court at the 
county seat. 
Justice Cox hailed the p romise 
of a new order of affairs with ac­ 
claim, when the law went 
into 
effect. He knew that few motor­ 
ists were so p oorly informed 
or 
so rash as to p ick on the terror 
of the Southland’s traffic outlawry . 
It meant long desired relief from 
the weekly traffic jam in court, for 
which the motorcy cle squad used 
to assemble in order to keep 
the 
lines straight and carry out 
the 
weaker kneed who might collap se 
at the final moment of facing the 
cannon’s roar. 
Fe we r Spe e ding Cas e s 
Just at the first, Justice Cox was 
disap p ointed. He admits 
feeling 
like a p atient who undergoes 
a 
surgical op eration without getting 
relief. 
"They 
amp utated 
my jurisdic­ 
tion,” he comp lained, “but I still 
got all the p ain that went with it.” 
But now, he states, affairs 
are 
rap idly adjusting themselv es un­ 
der the new arrangement.* Traffic 
law v iolators are being rushed to 
the nearest magistrates and 
six ­ 
teen courts are now handling p art 
of 
the work that formerly 
con­ 
gested the Cox bailiwick. 
To be sure the enforcement work 
as a whole has been somewhat re­ 
duced as the result of eliminating 
the sp eed 
trap , 
the charges 
of 
sp eeding hav ing thereby dwindled 
almost to the v anishing p oint, it 
is shown. 
Has More Tim e Now 
But the cases that are filed are 
being distributed. Justice 
Cox ’s 
jurisdiction is confined to Santa 
Ana township , and the cares 
of 
ev en that territory are shared to 
a certain ex tent by the city mag­ 
istrate. 
“It has reduced my enforcement 
work about 50 p er cent,” 
Justice 
Cox said today . 
“That enables me to giv e more 
attention to the cases that 
come 
before me,” he added, with satis­ 
faction. 
W hich statem ent causes a sob­ 
bing shudder to echo throughout 
the breadth of motordom. 
“More attention!” shrieks 
the 
motorist, raising his right hand.

The New York Stock Exchange is always identified 


with X^all Street. The latter is still supposed to con­ 
trol American finance and the former is still regarded 
as the 
barometer 
of 
American 
business. 
When 


prices, therefore, drop on the Exchange, people every­ 
where tend to think that something is fundamentally 
wrong with national business conditions. 
Thus re­ 
cent losses in stock quotations have had a discourag­ 
ing effect. 


It is pointed out by Theodore Price, one of the 


most experienced critics of business and finance, that 
this is a mistake. 
The stock market, he says’, can 


no longer be regarded as a barometer whose rise or 
fall foretells fair or stormy weather, because it is no 
longer representative. 
His argument is convincing. 
National investment capital is no longer concen­ 
trated in Wall Street, and there are now a score of 
cities with local investment markets as important as 
New York’s used to be. 
People everywhere have 


plenty of investment opportunities at home, and take 
advantage of them. 
There 
is little 
interest now, 


around the country, in the marginal investment which 
is so characteristic of the New York Exchange. 
Big 


capitalists no linger deal so heavily in Wall Street, 
because the income tax takes too much of speculat­ 
ing profits. 
The Federal reserve system has establish­ 
ed a dozen centers of finance, each with its own 
problems and opportunities. 
All of these conditions 
combine 
to make stock 


movements in the metropolis vastly less important 
than they were a few years ago. 
The wise investor 


or business man therefore will disregard casual flue 
tuations there in the price of securities and keep his 
eye rather on other, more substantial indications 
throughout the country. 
In doing so now, he is likely 


to forecast fair weather.
